‘This Fellow was dreffed very much like a Gentle- 
man, with his Ruffies anda Gold laced Wailtcoat. 

Monday Night about Eight o’Clock, as Dr. James, an 
eminent Phy fician near St.James’s, was going to Grofvenor- 
{quare towards Knightfbridge, through Hyde Park, he 
was attacked by two Footpads near the Waterworks ; one 
attempting to ftop his Chariot, the Coachman knocked 
him down; upon which the other flepped up to the Fore- 
Wheel, and fired a Piitol fo near his Face, that the Powder 
finged his Check and his Eye-Brows, bat fortunately did 
him no other Milchief; and the Coachman having di‘en- 
raged himfelf and his Mafter, drove away, and reached 
Bicadilly without any Lofs except the Footinan’s Hat, 
which tell off in the Scuftte. 


Extrad of a Letter from an board his Majefty's Ship the Lenox, 
arrived at Spithead, dated Nov. 23. 


« ‘That I may not tite your Patience with too long a 
Preamble, V'll begin with our failing from Jamaica, which 
was on ‘lhurfday the 25h of Auguft lait, bound wu a 
Convoy under our Care for England ; but the Current pre- 
vented us from going through the Windward Paffige, fo 
were obliged to bear away for the Gulph of Florida. 

** On the 29th of September, very early in the Morn- 
ing, we efpy’d {even Sail of large Ships bearing own upon 
us, which we took to be Spanith Men of War: As foon 
as we were fure that they were fuch, Capt. Holmes, who 
commanded the Lenox, made a Signal for the Convoy 
under his Charge to make the belt of their Way, and fave 
themfelves as well they could ; but we ftood on towards the 
Knemy "till it was almot dark, at which time it was thought 
prudent to provide for our own Safety, being a rich Ship, 
having very near Two Hundred thoufand Pounds on Board, 
Money belonging to the Merchants ; and at the fame Time 
we had good Hopes of meeting with Admiral Knowles, 
for we knew he was cruizing off the Tortuda’s Bank with 
fix Ships of War, with a View of intercepting the Spani{li 
annnal Plate Fleet from La Vera Cruz, which was daily 
expegted at the Havannah. Accordingly we joined our 
Admiral next Morning, and informed him of what had 
happeaed. ‘The Scales being now upon an equal Dalance 
we made Sail in order to meet the Spanifh Dons, and on 
the Firtt of October came up with them 





“* The Tilbury led on the Attack, the Stafford next, 


and our Ship the Lenox in the third Place. Our Admijr.) 
Knowles in the Cornwa!! perceiving, by the Enemy’s Line

wife ordered out; and a litle paft*two the Spaniards began 
to fire, but at too great Diltance to do any Execution, 


. Soon afterwards Admiral Knowles made the Tilbury’s Sip- 


nal to bear down ncarer the Enemy, but that not being 
complied with, he fired a Shot or two at her; however 
he himfelf in the Cornwall edg’d down clofe upon the Spa. 
nifh Vice Admiral; the Lenox did the fame, being very 
near him ; when all Hands merrily play’d away, except- 
ing the Warwick and Canterbury, who were fo far a Stern 
that they could not come up, neither did they fire a Shot 
for upwards of T'wo Hours. You'll perceive from what I 
have already faid, that all this while the Enemy had fix 
Ships againft four ; and what added more to our difadvan. 
tage, in about an Flours Time after the Action properly 
begun, one of cur Ships, the Cornwall, had her Main 
Topmott-Head fhot clear away, with fome other Damages, 
which occafioned her to kawl out of the Line, and fhe neves 
came into it again. ‘The Lenox then fhot up into her Place, 
a breait of the Spanifh Admiral, where the had very Warm 
work of it, having three of the Enemy's Ships playing upon 
her at one and the fame Time for upwards of an Hour, 
when the Warwick snd Canterbury came up very feafor- 
ably to our Affittance. I muft not omit to tell you, thae 
at this Junéture one of the Spanith Ships was fairly beat out 
of the Line, as well as the Cornwall of ours. Mr. Knowles, 
in fome Shape having refitted, bore upon the Spanifh dif- 
abled Ship, and took her with little or no Refiitance. At 
this Time the Aétion was cloler and hotter by much than 
ever, and the Spaniards feemed to be a little fick of it, for 
they edged towards the Havannah, it being but a little 
Way from them, and we bore after. ‘This was the Time 
when moft Execution was done, for we were almotft Yard. 
Arm and Yard-Arm; we peppered them fweetly. The 
Enemy bearing more away, threw the Lenox partly a-ftern 
of em, tho’ fhe did not then lie Idle ; for foon getting un- 
der the Spanifh Vice Admiral’s Stern, we loot’d up and 
gave him our Broadfide, which in the Sea Phrafe is called 
raking “fore and aft ; this we repeated four or five Times, 
confequently it muft tear her to Pieces. Betwixt Nine and 
Ten o’Clock it growing dark and not being able to diftin- 
guifh one Ship from another, we left off Firing for that 
Night : The Spanifh Vice Admiral being greatly difabled, 
having loft, his Main and Fore Mafts, fun afhore ; the reft 
tho” greatly difabled got into Port, off which we paraded 
with the Conqueftadore, our Puize, till all our Men of 
War were new rigg’d; and then we ftood, towards the 
Spanifh Vice-Admiral’s Ship, which was afhore: Upon 
feeing us come near him, he fat her on Fire, and in an 
Hour’s Time fhe blew up. We then returned to our Parade 
off the Havannah, where we took an Advice Boat from 
Old Spain, which damp’d our Spirits with the unwelcome 
News of a Peace; for we had great Hopes of taking the 
Spanifh Plate Fleet, as above mentioned, in which there 
could not be lefs than Forty or Fifty Millions of Dollars. 
Fnglith Men of War never had more Reafon to blame 
Fortune than now ;_ for if fhe had favoured us only with 
two Hours Day Light more we fhonld have taken or de- 
flroyed the whole Spanifh Squadron; and finer Ships I 
dare venture to affirm, were never built. Their Forces 
were as follows.
